The requested documents will be made available to the general public, and this request is not being 
made for commercial purposes. 


Your request was reviewed by the undersigned. CPD considers this request burdensome since you are 
requesting "ALL" complimentary communications. Furthermore, the lack of a specific time frame further 
supports a burdensome response. Therefore, it is determined that your request is denied. 

Given the broad parameters of your request, processing such a search would be unduly burdensome as written. 
FOIA provides in 5 ILCS 140/3(g) that requests for all records falling within a category shall be complied with 
unless compliance with the request would be unduly burdensome for the complying public body and there is no 
way to narrow the request and the burden on the public body outweighs the public interest in the information.
